This action {s taken, it !s believed, to 
meet suggestions from Panamans here 
iit eriticisms of the new republic would 
be largely disarmed and the status of tne 
pew treaty improved if the final ratifi- 
tationg could be exchanged by the Unit- 
oj States with a permanent and regular 
fom. of government on the isthmus. 
The territory of Panama is so smali that, 
accotding to the belief here, the elections 
canbe completed within a week after the 
die umed—January 4. The convention 
ie apected to follow generally the out- 
linesof the Cuban constitution, which !s 
tegaied as the most modern and the 
complete model of such documents.

FOR OBJECTION 


Attorney of Record for Road 
Disqualified as 
judge. 


Columbia, S. C., December !2.—(Spe- 
clal.)—In the circuit court at Alken yes- 
terday when the case of Edwards against 
the Southern railway, brought under the 
new state act preventing the absorp- 
tion of competing lines by railroads was 
ealled for a hearing, the attorney for the 
plaintifY, Claude E. Sawyer, having fail- 
ed to convince Special Judge W. C. Benet 
that the case should be continued on 
ordinary grounds, proceeded upon lines 
very unusual in the jurisprudence of this 


state. 

Mr. Sawyer atated to the court that he 
regretted very mugh to @o so, but re- 
spectfully submitted that under the spirit 
cf an article of the constitution which he 
quoted, “It would not be seemly for one 
to sit in judgment in a ¢ase in which 
one party, be that party an individual 
or corporation, had the acting judge as 
an attorney In another case.” He then 
proceeded to read an affidavit from the 
clerk of court of Richland county, show- 
ing that at the present time Judge Benet 
was on the records as counsel for the 
Southern railway in a@ case pending in 
that county. 

Judge Benet, who was for a number of 
years one of the most impartial and effi- 
clent regular judges on the circuit bench, 
proceeded at some length in reply to ana. 
lyze the provision of the c@nstitution 
showing clearly that it was his absolute 
right to sit in this case, and then said: 

“Now, this is another matter; and I 
am frank to say that having sat in the 
circuit courts of the state since the month 
of September continuously and having 
had tried before me several cases in which 
the Southern railway was a party, the

In the near future this entire market 
will be supplied by the American cotton 
manufacturer.

South Carolina Senator Paid 
in ‘Queer’ for Savan- 
nah Lecture. 


Savannah, Ga., December 12.—(Special.) 
Senator Ben Tillman, of South Carolina, 
took in some bad money while he was 


in Savannah some days ago. 

A counterfeit $100 bill was passed on 
him and he did not discover that the 
bill was worthless until he got back to 
Columbia, S. C., after leaving. the bill 
on deposit at Washington.

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Washington, December 1|2.~—(Special.)— 
In the report of Acting Adjutant Gener- 
al Hall there are embodied the reports 


of the adjutant generals of the different ) 


states upon the condition of the militia 
and the attitude of the different states to- 
ward the new militia law. The report of 
Adjutant General Robertson is as fol- 


lows: 

“State of Georgia, Adjutant General's 
Office, Atlanta, Ga., October 15, 1903. 

“Adjutant General U. S. Army, Wash- 
ington, D, Sir: In compliance with 
your letter dated October 9, 1903, and 
section !2 of act approved January 21, 
1903, I have the honor to report ag fol- 
lows; 

“1 As to the action taken by the mill- 
tary authorities of the state, I beg to call 
your attention to general orders Nos, 4 
and 6, adjutant general's office of Geor- 
gia, April 8 and 9, 1903, respectively, 
copies of which are attached as part of 
this report. 

“2 The appropiation under section 1661 
has been used for the equipment of the 
state militia and camps of instruction, 
held during the months of June, July 
and August, 1903. Five regiments of in- 
fantry and one regiment of cavalry of 
the orgia state troops have had seven 
days’ camp and field instruction, each, 
during the months of June, July and Au- 
gust, These camps were under the super- 
vision of officers of the Unfted States 
army, detailed upon the request of the 
governor, by the adjutant general's of- 
fice, Washington, D. C. There was also 
detailed a company of United States 
infantry for each camp of infantry, Geor- 
gia state troops, and one troop of United 
States cavalry for camp of cavalry, Geor- 
gia state troops. We note with pleasure 
the untold benefit derived by the state 
militia from association and contact with 
the regular army during the tour_of duty 
just closed. 

“In addition to these camps of instruc- 
tion for fleld duty, there was held a camp 
of rifie instruction, made up of details 
of five men from each company, troop 
and battery in the state militia. This 
camp afforded seven days’ practice on 
rifle range of more than three hundred 
men, The result of this instruction has 
been far reaching in familiarizing the 
men with the proper use of the rifle. 

“3 Four organizations of the state 
troops have been called into the service 
of the state to suppress riots and pro- 
tect life and property. The promptness 
with which these troops have responded 
to every call is all that could be desired 
under the circumstances and the results 
have been very gratifying, as in every 
instance life and property have been pro- 
tected. 

“4 We believe when the militia act of 
January 21, 1903, is thoroughly in opera- 
tion, with some amendments thereto, that 
the results will meet the most sanguine 
expectations of its promoters, Very re- 
spectfully, JAMES W. ROBERTSON.

Orders Also Issued Relating 
to Punishment by Sum- 
mary Courts. 


Adjutant General Sampson W. Harris 
has just issued circular No. 4, containing 
a number of decisions by the judge ad- 
vocate general of interest and importance 
to the militia of the state. The decis- 
ions relate to the provisions for veteran 
rolls by each military organization in the 
state, and also as to the extent to which 
summary cOurts may go in imposing pun- 
ishment,

THROUGH WORLD 


To Mark the Beginning of 
the Happy New 
Year,

Washington, December !12.—The United 
States naval observatory today  an- 
nounced the details of its scheme to send 
telegraphic time signals throughout the 
world to mark the beginning of the new 
year. 

The signals will begin at 11:55 p. m. 
and end at midnight, eastern time. The 
same series will be sent out an hour 
later, ending at midnight central stand- 
ard time, again an hour later ending at 
2a.m., for midnight of mountain stand- 
ard time, and again an hour after that, 
ending at 3 a. m., for midnight of Pa- 
cific coast standard time. 

During each of these four five-minute 
intervals the transmitting clock will send 
an electric impulse every second. On 
the worid circuit the signals will go by 
land lines to Cape Canso, Nova Scotia; 
thence by cable to the Azores, Lisbon, 
Gibraltar, Malta, Alexandria and Port 
Said; by land to suez, by cable to Aden 
and Bombal, by land to Madras, by ca- 
ble to Penang, Singapore, Salgon, Hong 
Kong, Manila, Guam, Midway, Honolulu 
and San Francisco, and by land back to 
Washington. It is suggested that be- 
sides demonstrafing the possibities of 
practical astronomy and _ = telegraphy 
working together, through international 
cooperation, benefits will result from the 
general attention that it will direct to 
the advantages of the use of accurate 
standard time throughout the world. The 
messages also will carry a New Year's 
greeting to the world.

Railroad Commission Has 
Many Matters for Next 


The railroad commission meets in reg- 
ular session on Friday, December 18, 
when many matters of both loca] and 
state interest will come up. 

The Atlanta manufacturers and mer- 
chants interested in furniture have pe- 
titioned the commission through the At- 
lanta freight bureau for a revision of 
rates on furniture. The petition sets out, 
among other things, that the rates from 
Atlanta to the various points in this state, 
and the rates from Chattanooga to the 
same points, are out of line, and the 
prayer of petitioners is that these rates 
be so adjusted as that Atlanta jobbers 
will be placed upon an equal footing 
with those in Chattanooga. 

Copies of the petition have been sent 
the various railroad companies interest- 
ed, and they will be represented by their 
respective traffic officials, while the At- 
lanta freight bureau will be represented 
by its traffic manager, H. T. Moore. 

Another case. and a somewhat similar 
one, is a complaint to the effect that the 
Atlantic and Birmingham Railroad Com- 
pany has no passenger depot facilities at 
Cordele, Ga., but that said company has 
erected a box, about 4 feet by 6, close to 
the depot of the Seaboard Air Line and 
the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
way companies, from which it sells pas- 
senger tickets over its lines, the pur- 
chasers thereof using and receiving the 
facilities provided by the two companies 
last named. The commission is asked 
to take such action in the premises as 
will bring about the provision by the 
Atlantic and Birmingham of its own pas- 
senger accommodations. 

Many questions of classification, alleged 
overcharges and discriminations, construc- 
tion of rules, other petitions for the ¢s- 
tablishment of depots and telegraph of- 
will be considered. 


The Annual Report. 

The board will at the same time final- 
ly pass upon the revised rules, etc., for its 
forthcoming annual report, which is in 
the course of preparation. A general 
revision of its rules, regulations and class- 
ification, in order to simplify, and there- 
by avoid confusion and misconstruction 
of the same, and as well the adoption of 
new rules and regulations, has been re- 
ceiving the attention of the commisison 
for some months, and it is expected to 
have these matters so perfected by the 
i8th as that the same can be finally 
adopted, and the work of printing the an- 
nua] report promptly begun. 

The commission, in framing these rules, 
was again confronted, as it is almost daily 
confronted by complaints from every s€c- 
tion of the stae, of. Its lack of power 
to deal with certain questions of vital 
importance to the shippers and business 
public generally, which authority, if It 
possessed it, would @nable it to relieve 
shippers in numerous instasces of incon- 
veniences and seeming hardships. The 
commision has many times recommended 
to the general assembly, as the law creat- 
requires it Shall do, that such 
authority be conferred upon it as will 
enable the board to regulate the con- 
struction and matntemance of sidetracks, 
to prescribe the time within which 
railroad companies Shall receive, receipt 
for and forward to destination, 
freights tendered them for shipment; also, 
authority to require the furnishing of 
cars, and other powers, Such as are nec- 
complete regulation of rail- 
road traffic within this state, to the end 
that’ justice may be done both as be- 
tween the rights of the shipper and the 
carrier company, but thus far the legisla- 
ture has not seen fit to confer such pow- 
ers.

All present indications point to this, 


and if there is no change in the plans 


_of the steamshfp company it is altogether 


likely that this city will be represented 
on the water by a stately namesake. 

The Ocean Steamship Company, of Sa- 
vannah, will launch a new ship some 
time in February, 1904. The vessel] is 
being built at the Delaware river iron 
shipbuilding and engine works (Roach’s 
yards), Chester, Pa., and is to be a model 
of its kind in all respects. It will be 
Operated, when completed, between Sa- 
vannah and New York and will be added 
to the splendid fleet already in service 
between those points. 

The dimensions of the new ship are: 
Length, 396 feet: beam, 49 feet; draft, 
i8 feet. The displacement will be 5,250 
tons gross, making the carrying capacity 
of the ship 4,000 tons. There will be 
accommodations for seventy-eight first 
cabin passengers, besides, a large number 
of steerage passengers. The ship Is a 
duplicate of the City of Macon, launched 
March 15, 1903, and the City of Mem- 
phis, launched February, 1902. 

It is not yet settled absolutely that the 
vessel will be named the City of Atlan- 
ta, but it is understood that efforts are 
on foot by the chamber of commerce of 
this city to take the matter up with Ma- 
jor J. F. Hanson, president of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway and Ocean Steam- 
ship Company, with a view of inducing 
the company to adopt Atlanta as the 
name of the new vessel. As this city 
furnishes a great amount of the passen- 
ger and freight business of the line, it is 
thought that the selection of this name 
for the ship would prove of benefit both 
to the Ocean Steamship Company and 
the Central railway, in addition to paying 
a deserved compliment to the principal 
city on the line of the Central.

another of monstrous fraud. 

The count and countess of Kwilecki 
were accused tty their kinstfhan, Count 
Hector Kwilecki, of having attempted to 
‘deprive him of his inheritance by palm- 
ing off as their own son the child of an 
illiterate peasant woman. Theré seems no 
doubt that the jury was justified tn pro- 
nouncing the countess and her husband 
innocent. which makes ell the more 
amazing the mystery with which the ti- 
tled woman saw fit to surround the birth 
of her son—almost every detall of which 
invited suspicion. The fact, too, that the 
countess was fifty-one when she pre. 
sented her hushand with the heir who 
was needed to save the succession was 
not calculated to allay the suspicions 
against her. And the surprising detuils 
revealed to the fashionable audience 
which packed the court room daily as to 
ithe cat-and-dog relations of this titled 
couple. The high position held by many of 
the chief witnesses and the revelations of 
perjury which the case brought forth all 
combined to make it one of the most sen- 
sational On record in this country. 

lt may remembered that tNe count 
and countess make their heme on their 
estate of Vroblevo, in Prussian Poland. 
The count is sixty-four and his wife 
fifty-seven. Up to 1896 thev had had 
three daughters, but no son to save Vro- 
blovo from passing into the hands of 
Count Hector Kwilecki, who was next in 
line. These girls, by the way, were born 
respectively when the countess was nine- 
teen, twenty-seven and thirty-three. Sev- 
en years ago, however, it Degan to be ru- 
mored about the Kwilecki estate that per- 
haps the long desired heir might make 
hig appearance pretty soon. Fashionable 
women who had seen the countess con- 
firmed this report. And not long after, 
her ladyship left for Berlin, where it was 
understood the interesting event would 
take place. Why the countess did not 
elect to remain at home, she never has 
been able to explain satisfactorily. Nor 
why, instead of finding some capable 
woman to help her from her own neigh- 
borhood, she engaged a midwife from far- 
away Warsaw, who, with the counfess’ 
two maids, accompanied her to the Ger- 
man capital. A point that also made the 
case against the countess look black was 
the fact that the noble women did not 
allow her family physician to know of 
the birth of her son until after it was 
over, and then, when he came on to Rer- 
lin, declined to be examined by him. 
However, the physician stated that the 
countess always had been reticent in this 
respect. Not long after, back to Vroble- 
vo Came this woman of fifty-one, ap- 
parentiy quite recovered, and with her 
ehe brought a bright-looking and healthy 
baby. who promptly was toasted far and 
wide as the new count of IX wilecki. 

Fight on “Bogus” Child. 

That branch of the noble famflv to

last. the count and countess grew exas- 
perated and proceeded against their rela- 
tives for libel. Th- case came to trial 
In the local courfs. which declared that 
Count Hector’s statements were baseless. 

The course Count Hector pursued there- 
after furnishes a curions little study in 
human malevolence. [Ior, ever since his 
allegations against the countess of 
Kwilecki were quashed, ner kinsman has 
spent time and money in the attempt to 
bulid up such a case against her as 
would convince all the world that she was 
guilty. The elaborate chain of false evi- 
dence produced against the titled woman 
must have been forged, link bv link, at 
the behest of her opponefits. Last Janu- 
ary Count Hector thought his case suffi- 
ciently strong to lay before the public 
prosecutor, and evidently that official be- 
lieved the evidence conclusive, 
countess was arrested immediately. At 
first it was supposed by the authorities 
that she had deceived her husband as 
well as the rest of the wo@ld, but. in 
August last, the police decided that fhe 
count was in the scheme, too, and he also 
was imprisoned. 

Really it was an ingenious plot that 
was hatched to brand the little count of 
Kkilecki as bogus. Witnesses must have 
been bribed wholesale to give apparently

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who had laid herself open to suspicion. 
Some of them admitted it. It would be 
wearisome to set down every detail of 
the case against the countess, but the 
main points may be recalled. It was al- 
leged that the lady had employed a trust- 
ed female servant to buy a boy baby for 
her. According to the prosecution, 4 
mother willing to part with her offspring 
was found in the person of Cecelia 
Meyer, a peasant woman of Cracow. The 
baby sold was stated to have been one of 
two illegitimate children helonging to this 
woman. the second of whom, however. 
she kept. Into court came the daughter 
of the countess’ former servant, and this 
girl testified that her mother had con- 
fessed to her the part she played in the 
game of substitution. Into court also 
came Cecelia Meyer, who swore to the 
selling of her child. The baby, when dis- 
posed of, was, she said, one month old. 
And there were other witnesses to carry 
The story along and show how the peas- 
ant baby was brought to Berlin and car- 
ried in a cab to the house in which the 
ceuntess declared her confinement to 
have taken place. It was alleged, too, 
that the countess could be proved to 
have bought contrivances made in Paris 
to give her the appearance of a woman 
about to become a mother. And so, up 
to a pojnt a day or two of the famous 
trial’s end things looked mightily black 
against Countess Kwileckti. 
The Plot Falls Through. 

What made it worse Was the state of 
things which it was proved reigned in 
the household of the count and countess 
immediately before their arrest. They 
were perpetually in debt, and the baniff 
was a frequent visitor at their ancestral 
castie. And though the rich estate was 
mortgaged to the last acre, the countess 
made ducks and drakes of her income 
on gowns and jewelry, while the count 
ig days and nights in debauch., 


spent hi: - 
Servants who had been with the couple 


for years declared that they never heard 
their mistress address her husband 
otherwise than as @ “dirty pig’ or a 
‘“Joathsome beast.”” In eourt, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the count and countess re- 
fused ta sit beside each other, but had 
one of their servants, who was accused 
of having aided in the plot, between 
them. 

The case against the couple collapsed 
in a sensational fashion. it received its 
rst blow when witness after witness 
from the Kwileckis’ estate was brought 
forward to prove that the countess’ con- 
fidential woman had not left Vroblevo 
during the time when she was said to 
have been in Cracow, and that her 
daughter, therefore, mus have _ lied. 
Then came testimony on the part of tose 
who had geen the countess in Berlin just 
affer her confinement. Most of these 
were women of high social position, and 
none of them felt any doubt about their 
friend. Perhaps the defense’s best wit- 
ness, however, was the Catholic priest

BERLIN CHEERS 
FOR THE KAISER 


First Public Appearance of 


Emperor Since 
Operation. 


Berlin, December 12.—Emperor Wil- 
liam arrived in Berlin today from Pots- 
dam, accompanied by the empress. The 
royal couple were heartily cheered as 
*hey drove through the streets. It was 
the emperor’s first appearance outside 
the park of the new palace at Potsdam 
since the operation on his throat. He 
looked perfectly strong and healthv his 
cheeks having a good color, such as he 
naturally would have from hours spent 
every day in the open air of the park. 
The emperor and empress came to Berlin 
On a special train which arrived at 3 
Pp. m. The emperor walked. briskly, al- 
most jauntily, from the private entrance 
of the station to a closed court car- 
rage, pausing for an instant to acknowl- 
edge a military salute. 

Spontaneous cheers broke out as the em- 
peror became _ vyisible tn the doorway. 
The inhabitants of Berlin are not much 
given to cheering and the outburst there- 
fore was remarkable. S{milar demon- 
Strations took place all along the thor- 
oughfares from the station to the Royal 
Academy of Arts, on the part of crowds 
of Christmas shoppers, most of whom, 
however, could barely catch a glimpse of 
the emperor's features through the win-

his staff. He went specially to see the

Sailor Complains of Cruel, 
Unwarranted and Mali- 
cious Treatment, 


Washington, December !2.—In the su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia 
today, Morgan Josephs, formerly a fire- 
man in the United States navy. filed a 
suit against Commander Edgar Craig, 
. § N., in which he asks damages jn 
the sum of $26,000 for what he describes 
as the “cruel, unwarranted and malicious 
treatment’ he received at the hands of 
Commander Craig, who is now at the 
Norfolk navy yard. 

The declaration of Josephs alleges that 
he was imprisoned by the instructions of 
Commander Craig and kept for some time 
under confinement; that the imprisonment 
was unjustified and illegal, and that bod- 
ily and mental! suffering was the result. 
On these grounds and because of: the 
indignity to which he was subjected and 
the humiliation he says he experienced, 
Josephs wants damages.

There can be no donbt that the develop- 
ment of mankind in overcoming instincts 
is the germ of the extinctionfof the race. 

There is a constant effort to destroy 
instinct. 

We deplore superstition; we strive to 
stop war and fighting; we seek to idealize 
the instinct of procreation, and when all 
this shall be thoroughly done, then will 
come the end.

A feature of the TLouisiana Purchase 
exposition, which will interest all those 
musical people who are so fortunate 1s 
to visit the fair, will be the mammoth 
Organ in the Hall of Festivals. From 
a description of the marvelous instru- 
ment in The Musical Age the following 
extracts are nofeworthy: 

‘Tf is “an instrument capable of pro- 
ducing 17,179,869,183 distinet tonal ef- 
fects, a continuous performance that 
would last 32,600 years, if a differen: 
one of these combinations were drawn 
every minute in those centuries of time. 

“The wonderful impressiveness of its 
proportions and overpowering volume of 
sound are the least {ts remarkable 
achievements in the realm of §instru- 
mental music. That its thousands of 
Pipes sound the profoundest depths of 
the grand passions as easily as the wind 
stirs leaves to fairy cadences t= an in- 
finitesimal part of [ts accomplishments. 

“It is as large as a brick block, being 
62 feet long, 40 feet high and 33 feet 
wide and possessing 140 sfops, 239 move- 
ments and 10,059 pipes. It cost approx- 
imately $100,000. ‘Only the master mu- 
siclans may command its marvelous 
volubility. 

“Two éiectric motors, each of ten horse- 
power, drive this factory of sound. the 
construction of which required 100,000 
feet of Tifmber. and 115 miles of wire. 
Thé metal pipes alone consumed 16.009 
pounds of zinc and 9,000 pounds of soft 
metal; its wooden pipes contain 35.000 
feet of California stgar pine.” 

The two pipes drawing the lowest tones 
@re each 32 feet long; two good-sized 
men, side by side, or a small pony, can 
pass through them. A train of ten cars 
is needed to transport the monster from 
Los Angeles, Cal., to St. Louis. 

Five separate organs are combined 
within this enofmous mass Of enginery, 
electrical mechanism and wind pressure; 
the first, or great organ; the second, or 
choir organ; the third, or swell organ; 
the fourth, or solo organ, and the fifth, or 
echo organ. The echo organ alone is 18 
feet wide, 17 feet high and 1!0 feet deep. 
It has a special bellows i2 feet long by 
4 feet wide, operated by a metor Of one 
and one-half horse power. 

Five organs can be automatically play- 
ed at one time by a double roll self-per- 
forming attachment, on a separate con- 
sole or key desk. This arrangement 
draws out the tremendous power and 
beauty of the five organs, a teat utterly 
beyond the range of human fingers. 

A movable console or key desk serves 
the organist in playing the great organ. 
His fingers must command five Manuals 
or keyboards, making a flight of five 
stairs. This console, which is movable, 
is connected to the organ by an electric 
cable 150 feet long. When seated be- 
fore the instrument the musician must 
dominate the five manual] stairs, the 140 
draw-stop knobs, five tremolant draws 
and 36 couple-draws, the 46 push but- 
tcns belonging to the adjustabie cOmbi- 
nation system and all the feet levers 
controlling the expressive powers of the 
whole organ. 

The second or self-playing console is 
stationary. Through the agency of the 
stationary key desk the greatest sym- 
phony orchestra scores can be played ver- 
batim without having to reduce the scope 
of the composition to bring it yithin the 
range of human fingers. As an illustra- 
tion of its superhuman compass, it may 
be said that while a full orchestration 
would call for ten fingers on each hand, .

There 
are no conditions in Georgia ‘that should 
excuse our people for a restlessness to go 
west or east or anywhere in search of 
better lands or more promising opportuni- 
ties. My greatest hope for the future 
Of the south lies in her agricultwre, and 
the nearest road to reach that prosperity 
Hes in having men gf money and brains 
to turn their attention in this direction. 
The soil of the south used to produce in 
such abundance till it was a seeming land 
of “milk and honey’’—anyhow, all old 
people know that it was a land of won- 
derful abundance. To get back to this 
wonderful abundance [ would say to those 
men capable of great enterprises to cease 
their strain on experimental] and uncer- 
tain lines: 


Come join your brains with our hardy 
sons of toil, 

And watch the generous yield of south- 
ern so‘. 

Tt only craves from laggard sons a touch 

To yield the same today and just as 
much. 


If men of brains and capital will turn 
their attention to agriculture in the south 
We will soon have a satisfied people and 
a land of such abundance that there 
would be no more restless search for 
new fields of endeavor. Give up the 
planning of great enterprises at least till 
you have brought agriculture in the south 
to where it should be. It is now time to 
plan the making of next year’s crops. It 
is not sufficient that men almost beggars 
drift into the country seeking work. We 
Want people capable of forming great 
syndicates in the interest of farming, just 
as such syndicates are formed for other 
pursuits and other developments. 

Farmers are now sowing wheat, and 
the great majority of them are bouncing 
and skimming it in with little old 
“schooters’’ that bounce at every rock 
and clogs and skims at every bunch of 
crab grass. The need is for men capable 
and with capital to harness up teams 
with something more than a pair of 
traces and a backband, and to provide 
implements sufficient to put in the grain 
as it is in other countries. If the people 
out in the states so much bragged on 
were to try to farm as the average 
Georgian tries, they would starve 
to death without a doubt. The imple- 
ments on a farm in the western states 
represent a greater investment than land, 
improvements, stock and everything here 
in the south. There must be an improve- 
ment in our methods here of farming, 
and there must be greater effort at mak- 
ing country homes more inviting in the 
matter of social contact. The loneliness 
that attaches to a majority of tenant 
homes must be relieved. It w.) take 
such a revolution in our present methods 
to accomplish these things that it were 
idie to think of it without a greater 
amount anda <different handling of 
money. I wish that Georgia had a few 
men in her agriculture as Mr. Morgan 
fs in railroading. I know it might be 
unpopular for a while with some, but I 
believe that great combines in farming, 
just as capital is combined in other pur- 
suits, is the south’s great need. It is now 
the season for the preparations that will 
go to make the crop of 1904, and it is the 
greatest interest that confronts Georgia 
and the south.

too. They are brave fighters, these 
Thibetanp, as the British know from 
past brushes with them. They mostly 
fight with rough swords, bows and ar- 
rows and slings, but some of them are 
armed with old-fashioned flint match 
locks, Most of them prefer to die fight- 
ing, but when they want to express sub- 
mission they do so by the odd method of 
holding up both thumbs and putting out 
their tongues. It is better not to sur- 
render to them, though, for they invari- 
ably torture prisOners and have the repu- 
tation of being able to think up even 
more exqu’site suffering than the 
Chinese themselves can imagine, 

These crude warriors might not trouble 
the British expedition so much if they 
were to be faced in the open, but it seems 
likely that the Thibetang will attack 
while the English force is engaged in the 
worst of its mountain climbing. Some of 
the mountain passes, notably the Jelap- 
la, are of such a nature that a small 
of trained soldiers intrenched in 
them might keep an army at bay, so 
there is no telling what trouble the 
Lama's myrmidons may make for their 
invaders. Especially as there is reason 
to believe that among the queer: habill- 
ments worn by the Thibetana there may

Colonel Macdonald’s orders are to carry

Joint “Clergy Bureau.”’

iAfter the attempted train robbery. at 
Hermosillo a month ago Alvord was sup- 
pesed te have gone far down into the State 
ef Sinalea. Consequently it was an ocea- 
sien of great surprise when one morring 
about two weeks ago he stepped from the 
international express at Tucson in the cus- 
tedy of Sheriff Lewis and Billy Stiles, who 
was Alvord’s “pal” in days gone by and 
who assisted him in the train robberies at 
Cochise and Fairbank. Stiles, who turned 
State’s evidence and joined the Arizona 
Rangers, is thought to-day to be as bad a 
man as when running at large with Alvord 
and Bravo Juan. 


When Alvord stepped from the train at 


Tucson in the custody of these two officers 
he was not handcuffed, Lewis was unarmed 
and there was nothing to betray the fact 
that he was a prisoner except a long-bar- 
reled six-shooter pushed down in Stiles’ 
cartridge belt. After being taken the round 
of his friends, the famous outlaw was placed 
in the jail at Tucson for safekeeping until 
he could be taken to Tombstone. “‘The Ex- 
aminer’’ correspondent called on Alvord at 
the jail, and to him the celebrated train 
robber related an exclusive story of his 
wanderings since he broke jail at Tomb- 
stone early in the year 1900. 

“The story of the Cochise and Fairbank 
hoid-ups, my subsequent capture and the 
jail Lreak at Tombstone have been told 
Many times in the newspapers,”’ said Al- 
vord, “‘but accounte of my travels, my ad- 
ventures and iights with officers since that 
time have been mere speculations. While 
in hiding on the Yaqui river in Sonora, a 
close friend who knew my identity showed 
me a copy of ‘The Examiner’ containing 
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my picture and a true story of the wholesale 
jail delivery at Tombstone. After breaking 
jail, Stiles and myself went straight to 
Tucson and rode through that place at mid- 
night without heing discovered. Not far 
from town we held up a rancher named 
Brady and compelled him to give us food 
and: fresh horses. From Tucsen we turned 
south and rode night and day, hoiding up 
rancbers for food and fresh horses until we 
reached the Altar district of Sonora, with- 
out being overtaken. Here we rested a 
few days before taking up our journey to 
Hermosillo. We rode through the popu- 
districts on our way to the latter 
place at night, and camped in the daytime. 
Stiles and I parted at Hermosillo and I went 
down to the Yaqui river country, where I 
managed a ranch for a Mexican proprietor 
for a whole year, without being molested or 
my identity discovered. One night a Yaqui 
servant in my employ told me that the 
Mexican rurales in a town up the river had 
discovered that I was the train robber Ai- 
vord wanted in the United States for many 
crimes and that they were to surprise me 
the next day. 

“T jost ne time in packing up a few effects 
and by midnight was well on my way to- 
wards the American line. I kept under 
cover in the daytime, and by the time ! 
reached Minas Prietas I felt confident of 
having been successful in eluding my pur- 
suers and stopped at Zubiate, where I went 
te work for a mining company, and where 
I remained six months. At the end of that 
time it became apparent that too many men 
in camp had discovered my identity, so that 
I was not surprised to learn one morning 
that Sheriffs Del Lewis and Tom Turner, 
the officers who had been trying to locate 
me for a long time, had at last discovered 
my whereabouts and were on their way to 
Zubiate to take me prisoner. 

I left Zubiate that morning and on? the 
evening of the same day, these two of- 
ficers arrived there, only to find that their 
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bird had flown. 
as they 


Instead of going’ south as 
supposed I would do, I rode north 
to Nacozari, where I met Chacon, the Gra- 
ham county bandit, whom I had chased 
many atime when deputy sheriff of Cochise 
county. While riding a steep trail between 
Zubiate and Nacozari, my horse stumbled 
and threw me down the mountain side, 
breaking the bones of my right wrist, 
which had been splintered by a bullet two 
years before. When I reached Nacozari I 
was in desperate circumstances and Cha- 
con did not incline to give me any assist- 
ance. My arm was in such a condition 
that I could not grasp a gun. I was help- 
less against any who might discover and 
pursue me. In this condition I rode fifty 
miles to Naco in one night, which town I 
entered early in the morning in the garb 
of a woman and called upon a physician 
whom I felt would not betray me. He 
removed the broken bones from my wrist 
and placed my arm in a sling While in 
Naco I succeeded in communicating with 
Stiles at Bisbee informing him that I 
knew Chacon's whereabouts and was wil- 
ling to assist in his capture. I returned to 
Nacozari where I became intimate with 
Chacon and succeeded in persuading him 
to cross the line, where he was met by 
Stiles and fell into the trap which resulted 
in his capture. 

“IT myself had become tired of the wild 
and hazardous life I had been leading, my 
right arm was helpless and I was in a 
sorry plight indeed when one night I sent 
a trusty messenger to Stiles informing him 
that I was willing to surrender. Stiles 
and Lewis met me at an appointed time 
in Naco, Sonora, and I gave myself up. 
I am in hope that the judges of the law 
will be lenient with me in view of the fact 
that 1 have surrendered. There is not a 
man in Arizona or Sonora, no matter how 
bad he may be, who could have taken me 
alive, had i not wanted to surrender.” 
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Alvord denies that he was with Bravo 
Juan when that outlaw held up the ex- 
press near Hermosillo.

recently told how a man had fallen six 
stories down an elevator shaft ih the Han- 
over Bank Building in New York city and 
yet escaped without even the slightest in- 
juries. 

Such an escape seems miraculous, but a 
writer in the “American Machinist” in a 
careful analysis of the case shows how the 
accident occurred and why it was that the 
man was not dashed to death at the bot- 
tom of the shaft. 

The workman was on the tenth floor, 
and as the elevator passed him he was 
apparently dra‘vn after it by the suetion 
caused by its passing. At any rate, he 
fell after it and overtook it at the fourth 
floor, having fallen six stories. His fel- 
low workmen rushed to the elevator, ex- 
pecting to find nothing bul the mangicd 
remains of a man; bet on the contrary 
they found him in the possession of full 
consciousness and uninjured. 


For a man to thus fall six stories with- 


credible, but it is easily explained. The 
elevator passed him at a smart velocity, 
while he began falling from a state of rest. 
For a time the elevator went faster than 
he did and the distance between them in- 
creased. His velocity, however, kept on 
increasing, while that of the elevator did 
not. Presently he was going as fast as 
the elevator, and then faster, and, with 
his velocity constantly increasing, he soon 
overtook the elevator which, in the mean- 
time, had fallen six stories from the point 
where it passed him. The force with 
which he struck the elevator was obvious- 
ly that due to the velocity destroyed by 
the elevator, that is, to the difference in 
the velocities at the moment he reached 
it, and it is easy to show roughly what this 
was, and, calculating back from this, to 
show the height of his virtual fall—that 
is, the height from which, had he fallen 
upon a stationary surface, the results as 
regards injury to himself would have been 
the same in the actual case, and the 
result is rather surprising.

The mountains are rugged and the most 
inaccessible I have ever seen. 

For hours we rode over steep trails cutin 
solid rock and cliffs—the road from two to 
three feet wide and a straight fall of 50 to 
800 feet below. 

One short stretch we rode where the path 
is only eighteen inches wide, with 700 feet 
perpendicular below. 


That sounds like a fairy tale, but it’s the 
truth. Most people walk over these places, 
but we all stuck to our horses and made it 
safely; but it gives one a chill to think of ft 
afterward, for a misstep of one’s horse 
would mean death. 

We lost two of our mules over the trail, 
and also one of our horses which we sent 
back a few days later. We received word 
that the last seen of him he was shooting 
through several hundred feet of space to the 
rocks below.

HAS ENDED AT LAST 


London, November 28.—(Special Cor- 
respogdence.)—Entirely a false impres- 
Zion will be conveyed if the first reports 
to reach the United States regarding the 
formal ending of the disastrous strike 
in the Penrhyn slate quarries, which has 
lasted. off ang on, for the last six years, 
give the idea that Lord Penrhyn’s vic- 
tory over his men is to be considered 
as a triumph of capital at the expense of 
Organized labor, in the ordinary sense 
of the term. 

This ordinarily soft-hearted, if obsti- 
nate, Welsh peer has been fighting, not 
against organization among his men, but 
against dictation by professional agita- 
tors whom, according to his belief at 
any rate, do not really represent ths 
quarrymen of the Penrhyn mines

In consequence Lord Penrhyn declined 
to deal with the committee. the commit- 
tee declined to treat with re presentatives 
of the other faction among the miners, 
and so the strike was declared whic h will 
go down in history as one of the most ex- 
traordinary of modern times. 

This was in 1897. Some time afterwards 
a sort of compromise was reached. buf 
matters soon got worse than ever. and it 
ended in the men’s going out with the 
determination to starve rather than re- 
turn to work on any but their own terms. 

And starve they did. In fact, it was not 
long before the whole country began to 
ring with the tale of suffering at 
Bethesda on the part of those who could 
not buy bread to eat and who were being 
ejected from their homes, and as a re- 
sult $150,000 was raised by popular sub- 
scription to relieve the distress. 
standing this, over a hundred people ac- 
tually died of want. Others went mad 
from the miseries of their condition. Shop 
keepers in Bethesda failed one after an- 
other, and the place began to decay. 
Meanwhile Lord Penrhyn was bringing 
in new men from outside to work his 
quarries, and these “bradyrs.” as they 
were called. and thetr families were set 
upon by the strikers, and bloodshed was 
often the result.

Boys will read this who feel that 
they, could just die for seme sweet girl, 
and they would. This is one of the true 
Sincerities of the heart, where love real- 
ly exists, and it has belonged to, every 
generation of the south up to the present, 
but I can see, and all eld folks can see, 
that there is a weakening somewhere, 
yeung now passing through the 
glorious stage of courtship weuld not bear 
the hardships of {nronvenience as they 
used to be borne—in other words, we 
have weakened according as we have 
been protcted, till the generation of to- 
day demands protection and are no more 
easy under present boasted conditions 
than were the generationg of fifty vears 
ago under the conditions at that time.

An Interesting Verdict. 

The verdict of a jury in a case re- 
cently tried in the District of Colum- 
bia deserves hearty indorsement.

Fool Friends. 

Many a good man has in the past 
suffered from the acts of well-mean- 
ing but fool friends, and there is dan- 
ger that the name of General Leonard 
Wood will be added to the list. 

There can be no question that the 
impression is strong that General 
Wood should not be confirmed by the 
senate and that it is growing stronger. 
This is due as we see it, not so much 
to any real testimony which has been 
submitted to the military affairs com- 
mittee of the senate for this is sim- 
ply a rehash of charges previously 
made and dismissed as trivial from 
the public minds, but rather to the 
blunders of General Wood's well in- 
tentioned friends. 

The injury done General Wood by 
holding the senate investigation be- 
hind closed doors has been great. It 
is responsible in great measure for 
the misrepresentation in the newspa- 
pers of the country. But this is by no 
nreans the only mistake that has been 
made. 

When President Roosevelt permitted 
himself to be persuaded that there 
existed an “infinitesimal recess” be- 
tween the 12 o’clock noon when the 
session of the extraordinary session 
of congress expired and the 12 o'clock 
noon when the regular session was 
called to order—and, what is of 
greater importance, that he could per- 
form the physical act of making ap- 
pointments during that infinitesimal 
recess—he dragged into the Wood con- 
troversy an entirely new question, 
which is calculated to give senators a 
new excuse for opposing General 
Wiood’s confirmation. Apparently 
General Wood needs every vote he 
can possibly gét, and the injection of 
this new controversy by President 
Roosevelt seems calculated to work 
serious injury to the man whom he is 
anxious to help. 

But that is not all. It is stated that 
certain high officials of the admin- 
istration acting doubtifess in accord- 
ance with the belief that they wil] 
please the president, propose to ‘get 
after” Commander Lacien Young, of 
the navy, and other witnesses whose 
testimony has not been altogether 
favorable to General Wood. Command- 
er Young, who is one of the bravest 
and best-Known men in the service, 
was called before the committee to 
testify, and he did. The gist of his 
testimony was that General Wood had 
in Havana made some statements rel- 
ative to Commander Young's recall 
trom the post he held there, and that 
he found when he returned to Wash- 
ington there was no truth in these 
statements. 

With the merits of this particular 
controversy the country is not inter- 


the suggestion that a witness is to be 
disciplined or punished because the 
truth he tells happens to hurt some- 
body. Of course nobody would for a 
minute believe that the president 
would countenance anything of this 
sort. He should, however, lose no 
opportunity to put his fool friends 
and those of General Wood on notice 
that if they pursue their proposed tac- 
tics they will work injury not only to 
General Wood, but to himself.

The Baby Department. 

The first annual report of the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor is an 
interesting document, despite the fact 
that it deals principally with the de- 
tails of organization and the purely 
routine work attendant upon it. 

The report shows a total number of 
employees of 10,125. Necessarily with- 
in the short time it has been in ex- 
istence scarcely anything more than 
the drawing together of the different 
bureaus and the organization for fu- 
ture work has been accomplished; but 
that this has been done without in 
any way impairing the work of the 
different bureaus already organized 
speaks volumes for the executive tal- 
ent of the young man who is the first 
‘secretary of this highly important 
department. 

Perhaps the chief interest lies in 
the bureau of corporations, which is 
an entirely new branch of the public 
service. Speaking of the work of this 
bureau Secretary Cortelyou says: 

The creation of the bureau was viewed 
by some with alarm, or at least with 
Suspicion. It was feared that the pow- 
ers granted might be hastily or inad- 
visedly used to the -injury of legitimate 
enterprise. No such purpose actuated 
the framers of the law; no such pur- 
pose will control its administration. 

Many corporations have been granted 
important. privileges by the public, and 
some of these corporations, through con- 
solidation of capital, have acquired ex- 
tensive influence in the industrial af- 
fairs of the country. Such privileges, 
if used improperly, not only retard the 
progress of the industry, but frequently 
breed corruption in politics. The legis- 
lation creating the Bureau of corpora- 
tions was the expression of a popular 
belief that further safeguards should be 
provided for the regulation of business 
enterprises to which special privileges 
have been granted by the people. Pub- 
licity will disclose unfair dealing, dis- 
honesty and corruption; but if properly 
enforced % will not disclose to trade 
cumpetitors fhe fruits of individual thrift 
and initiative, nor permit in any other 
manner the invasion of private rights. 

The report shows that a great deal 
has been accomplished toward gather- 
ing of statistics of all kinds, for the 
act creating this department designed 
that it should be made the statistical 
branch of the government service. 

In concluding his report Secretary 
Cortelyou says: 

The department deals with the great 
concerns -of commercial and industrial 
life. To be of service to these interests 
tt must have their hearty co-operation 
ane support. It must be a department 
of business. It must be progressive, but 
at the samme time conservative. It must 
not deviate in Its course from the path- 
way of justice, strict and impartial. It 
must be non-pffrtisan in the highest and 
broadest sense. It must recognize no 
distinction, as befween large and small 
interests, as between the affluent or 
powerful and the humblest citizen. If 
it attempts to occupy a field that prop- 
erly belongs to private endeavor it will 
inevitably fafl to realize the high hopes 
of its present well-wishers, It must ad- 
here rfgidly to the lines marked out since 
the foundation of the government for 
federal agencies in executing the will of 
the péople. If these general principles 
are made effecfive, {f conservatism and 
impartiality, coupled with ever increas- 
ing efficiency, mark its administration, 
YT cannot but believe that this new de- 
partment will become a mighty influ- 
ence for good fm our commercial and 
industrial affairs. 

It will be seen from this that the 
secretary has a clear insight into the 
responsibilities of his department, not 
only its broad scope but into the ne- 
cessity that its relation toward the 
industrial concerns of the country 
should always be conservative. 

There has been in some quarters a 
tendency to fear that the department 
of commerce might in its operations 
do harm to strictly private enter- 
prises We see nothing in the secre- 
tary’s report nor in the operations 
of the department so far to warrant 


this fear.

A Necessary Guarantee. 

The utterances of some newspapers 
and some public men indicate that the 
section of the Panama treaty under 
which this government guarantees fhe 
independence of the new republic will 
be a special object of attack in the 
senate. 

It seems to us that the critics who 
point their fingers at this provision 
lose sight entirely of the peculiar re- 
lations which the United States must 
hereafter hold toward the Isthmus 
of Panama. However much the acts 
leading up to the revolution and the 
creation of the republic of Panama 
may be open to criticism, the fact 


it is the responsible government so 
recognized by the nations of the 
world, and that it has made a treaty 
with the United States under which 
this government is to undertake the 
construction of the greatest enter- 
prise of modern times. 

That treaty, being an entirely legal 
document, will be ratified by the 
United States senate, and the con- 
struction of a canal which first and 
last will cost several hundred million 
dollars, will be begun. 

With this work under way with the 
interests of the United States para- 
mount on the isthmus, the possibility 
of leaving things in such shape that the 
isthmian territory may become the 
scene of constant revolution or strife 
is not to be considered for a minute. 
But two ways are possible to insure 
peace and stability there. One of 
these is to guarantee and maintain 
the independence of the republic of 
Panama; the other would be to step

its attendant res bilities for the 
United States. . 

The latter step was not to be 
thought of. To have taken it would 
have been placing this government in 
the attitude of grabbing for itself the 
territory of a friendly republic. This 
the United States has not done, al- 
though the impression seems strong 
in some sections that the Isthmus of 
Panama has been grabbed by the 
United States. All this government 
has done is to back up the secession 
of the people of Panama and to aid 
them in establishing a government 
for themselves, : 

That government established, it is 
to the highest interest of the United 
States and of the world that it should 
be maintained in peace so that the 
great ship canal can be constructed 
and forever preserved undisturbed. 
This is the guarantee which the 
United States, in its treaty, gives to 
the republic of Panama, and it is 
proper that it should be so given.

Thug-Ridden Chicago. 

The sand bag and the gun brigade 
has a stranglehold on Chicago. The 
ambushed assassin, the hold-up man 
and the private feudist have been 
conspiring to fatten the list of hom- 
icides during the last twelve months. 
Coroner Traeger has just submitted 
his annual report and it shows a num- 
ber of killings of 118, only eleven of 
which were proven justifiable. Early 
morning murders, unprovoked stab- 
bings and shootings, entire reckless- 
hess of life on part of thieves, 
and the tendency to’ resort to gun- 
play in the most trivial quarrels, 
have all gone to make up a saturnalia 
of blood-letting barely equalled in the 
city’s history. 

Only a few days ago James A. Ful- 
lenwider, one of the most estimable 
and eminent attorneys of the city, 
was shot down by night-thieves in 
one of the best lighted districts. The 
authorities hitherto have appeared 
helpless in the face of these swarm- 
ing outrages. It is intimated that 
both police and detective departments 
are handicapped by the presence of 
corruption and inefficiency, but even 
with generous allowance made, the 
appalling showing of crime seems to 
demand some deeper explanation. Of 
late days, a half-hearted effort has 
been made toward stemming the tor- 
rent by instituting the famous metro- 
politan “drag-net’”’ system. This is in 
itself an interesting study. An extra 
force of patrolmen each night form a 
human drag-net, which is “hauled” 
through the infected sectiOns, catch- 
ing in its meshes dozens of suspi- 
cious characters. 

These prospective criminals are 
locked up for the night and unless 
they can exhibit a clean bill in the 
morning, are either sentenced for: va- 
grancy or pinched out of the corpor- 
ate limits. The claim is made that a 
siizht amelioration of the terrible 
conditions is thus obtained, but the 
menaced citizens are far from being 
contented. Another ingenious meth- 
od resorted to is the “flying squad- 
ron A, picked body of the best 
marksmen and most fearless men on 
the force are kept on reserve at each 
sub-station, and at the smallest indi- 
cation of the presence of thugs in a 
given district, these men are rushed

to the spot, “disinfecting” it in the- 


quickest possible style. 

In searching for a theory which 
will explain the unwonted prevalence 
of lawlessness, the coroner finds a 
plausible cause in the enormous 
growth of the hip-pocket habit. Sev- 
enty-eight of the 118 homicides _re- 
sulted from shooting. Very natural- 
ly, the coroner says, these crimes 
would have been impossible had not 
the perpetrators broken the law in 
the first instance by carrying con- 
cealed weapons. He favors having 
every dealer keep the name and ad- 
dress of each person buying a deadly 
weapon, by much the same logic 
which requires the druggist to main- 
tain a list of those who purchase 
poisonous drugs. He declares that 
until the Chicago council passes and 
enforces stringent laws against con- 
cealed weapons, with drastic penal- 
ties for infraction, the census of 
crime will be little diminished. 

Whatever solution the situation is 
given, its pressing need is apparent. 
So long as the carnival of violence 
riots unchecked, the city will find its 
growth and its prosperity seriously 
impaired, and its national prestige 
materially decreased. It is not rea- 
sonable to suppose that the enter- 
prising inhabitants of a city holding 
such magnificent promise will long 
permit a condition which so seriously 
interferes with its progress and its 
own well-being. 

The people of the south will sym- 
pathize with Chicago in the dilemma 
with which it is confronted. Sum- 
mary statutes and resolute enforce- 
ment have done much to scotch the 
hip-pocket demon in this section, but 
we are sufficiently familiar with his 
bloody practices to recognize the ne- 
cessity for an immediate and radical 
remedy. 


LABOR ORGANIZATION FINED. 


Precedent Is Set by the Action of 
Chicago Judge. 

Chicago, December’ 12.—One thousand 
dollars’ fine for illegal acts as a cor- 
porate body was imposed upon Franklin 
union No, 4, press feeders, by Judge 
Jesse Holdom today. The court found 


the union as a corporation guilty of con- 


tempt of court for violating an injunction 
restraining it from interfering with the 
business or employees of ten printing 
firms. 

Judge Holdom’s action creates a prece- 
dent, it being the first time in the his- 
tory of trades unionism in this country 
that a court has fined a union as a cor- 
poration. An immediate appeal was 
taken.

movement of wheat a few years ago. The 
enormous trade balance in our favor 
thus built up was an important element 
in the era of expansion which followed. 
It will be remembered that foreign Nold- 
ings of our securities were swept home 
in a flood as a result and American hold- 
ings of foreign government. securities 
Were largely extended in the struggle to 
adjust the balance. Then followed the 
tremendous outpouring of new capitaliza- 
tion which became the problem of the 
time to absorb. In the struggle to take 
care of the commitments made at that 
period, including the formation of the 
United States Stee] corporation and the 
Northern Securities Company, the Ameri- 
can holdings of foreign government se- 
curities were sent back to the home mar- 
kets to realize resources.

SEND UP STOCKS 


Rockefellers Gelling a Grip or 
New York Traction 


Apparently Preparing to Put Into 
Effect a Long Cherished Plan 
for Cooperation with Elec- 
tric Power Industry. 

Mexico City Stock

New York, December |12.—With a re- 
vival of activity in the stock market, 
as predicted in tfiis column a week ago, 
there was fresh talk of deals. If wha: 
i hear is true, two important schemes 
will be brought out in the near future. 
Denials have been forthcoming that any- 
thing is under way, but most important 
financial plans ‘are repudiated until the 
principals find it to their advantage to 
announce them. There is to be a local 
traction deal of some proportion, in 
which the Rockefellers, Goulds and Au- 
gust Belmont are the private movers. 
The Pennsylvania railroad, it is believed, 
will also take an important interest ‘n 
the scheme. There may, however, be no 
actual merger. Another matter of far 
reaching consequence will be the early 
announcement of the Southern Pacific 
Company’s refunding plan, which, I am 
told, will come early in the new year 
and will mean the. flotation of probably 
$50,000,000 of new refunding 4 per cent 
bonds after the plan drawn up a year 
and a half ago, but which could not then 
be put through to advantage because the 
money market was not in a condition «to 
absorb any, more new bonds. I heard 
mentioned the names of certain interests. 
including various Institutions, which are 
likely to take some of the new Southern 
Pacific bonds. If on top of these things 
the Pennsylvania-Gould settlement should 
he announced there would be furnished 
sufficient momentum to carry stocks up 
eonsiderably further: But as there 1s 
often many a slip it {!s possible that 
some of fhese plans will not matertalize 
as rapidly as desired. Frequent reces- 
sions in stocks may be looked for in 
the meantime. 

The proposed loca! traction deal is of 
more than local Interest, if it goes 
through as I hear. It means first of all 
predominence of the Rockefellers in this 
narticular fleld, as well as in gas and 
electric compantes of this city which 
they now control absolutely.

Comment on Bank Statement, 


New York, December 12.~—The 
York Financier says: 

“One notable feature of the Official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week was the close corre- 
spondence between the gain in cash, as 
shown In the return and the estimated 
increase as indicated by the traceable 
movements of money during the week. 
The specie shows an increase of $722,000, 
while the gain in legal tenders was 
$1,039,500, makimg the total increase in 
caSh $1,761,500. The estimated gain 
was $1,985,800, or $224,300 greater, The 
smaller increase in specie than in legal 
tenders was, as has been the case in pre- 
vious weeks, most likely due to the trans- 
fers to New Orleans through the sub- 
treasury deposits there being in gold. 
These transfers, to a great extent, offset 
receipts of gold from abroad and from 
domestic sourees, The deposits showed 
an unusually small change, and instead 
of there belng an increase of $653,000, 
as called for by the Sum of the gain in 
cash, less the decrease in loans, there 
was a reduction of $44,700 in deposits, 
therefore the statement failed to balance. 
The decrease {n required reserves, re- 
sulting from the reduced deposits, was 
$11,175, adding which to the gain in c*sh, 
makes $!,772,675 as the increase in sur- 
plus reserve, which item now its $8.077,- 
975. Calculated upon the basis of de- 
posits, less thosg of $36,808,700 of pub- 
lic funds, the ‘surplus is $17,280,150, 
Loans were decreased $1,108,500, where- 
as in the pervious week they were augs- 
mented by $1,162,600. The reduction this 
week was probably due to cancellations 
of loans on steck collateral. Bank cendi- 
tions, so far as regards reserve, are much 
better now than they were a year ago, 
though the surplus is about equa] in 
amount, because of the prospect that 
very soon the cash reserve will begin to 
be augmented to a greater extent than 
recently through the receipts of gold 
from abroad. There will also prebably 
be an increase in cash through the re- 
turn movement of money from the west. 
Some reduction in cash is looked for dur- 
ing the current week because Of with- 
drawals from the banks for holiday re- 
quirements, and also because of the ac- 
cumulations of money by trust compa- 
nies in anticipation ef the making up of 
their annual reports. But this contraction 
of cash reserve should cause no appre- 
hension, for whatever money is with- 
drawn for the above mentioned holiday 
purpeses will be promptly returned. The 
average daily clearings of the banks Jast 
week were $221,000,000, and those on 
Saturday, reflecting Friday’s business, 
were $234,547,865, or $13,500,000 above 
the daily average. Comparisons of 
changes in the item of loans by indi- 
vidual banks shew net losses by seven of 
the larger institutions of $2,200,000.

If the news from Nashville to the 


of paying coaches will eventually lead 
to professionalism. and intend on this 
account to start a movement to abol- 
ish it. 

Coach Heisman has been engaged by 
the Tech Athletic Association to coach 
her athletic teams for the sum of $2,260 
and 30 per cent of the gate receipts, and 
as this Assge has not been made a promi- 
nent one at least in previous meetings 
of the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association it seems to be considered 
now for the benefit of Tech. 

And yet this same plan has not been 
considered a bad one by other colleges. 
When four different colleges were bid- 
ding for the services of Heisman, Geor- 
gia offered a percentage, and Clemson 
inquired if a percentage of the receipts 
of a certain game would be any induce- 
ment to this same coach. And not only 
this, but Georgia has paid her coach 
partly on the percentage plan for sev- 
eral years. And it is further stated that 
Alabama offered her coach a fixed 
amount if the team coached by him won 
the football game from Auburn. 

Still, even if the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Association should, after 
discussing this question, decide that it 
is best to prevent the different colleges 
composing the association from hiring 
their coaches on the percentage plan, 
such a ruling could not go into effect 
until after next season, for contracts 
have already been signed and trouble 
might result from any effort on the part 
of the association to break existing con- 
tracts. 

Summer Playing Problem. 

The Tech athletic committee is con- 
sidering the question of submitting a 
proposition to limit the playing of those 
men who play on summer teams during 
the summer. Coach Heisman states that 
he thinks that it is a good thing for 
men to play on these summer teams, 
because this is the time to play ball, 
but he would draw a distinction between 
the man who makes his reputation play- 
ing at colttege and the man who makes 
his reputation playing on summer teams. 
The man who makes a reputation as a 
pitcher on other than a college team 
should, in his opinion, be barred for 
playing ball when he comes to college 
for one year, just as at the present time 
a man ts barred !f he comes to one 
college the year after he went to an- 
other. Then, too, Coach Heisman would 
like to have a rule introduced and car- 
ried requiring a mere careful examina- 
tion into the amateur status of each 
man who plays on a team. This is 
caused by the fact that now the only 
thing necessary is for a man to make 
an affidavit that he has never played 
for money, while he may have received 
a large salary as a clerk, or at some 
other oceupation with comparatively lit- 
tle work.

‘ATHLETIC CLUB 
TO PUSH SPORTS 


Outlook for Season Is Un- 
usually Bright Just 
Now. 


Athletics will be vigorously prosecuted 
at the Atlanta Athletic Club during the 
coming winter and spring, and plans 
have already been arranged for all the 
| different games which will be indulged in 
| to pass away the time and to improve 
' the members of the club. 

This club ig the leader of athletics in 
Atlanta, and everything in this line ac- 
complished by its members is of interest 
to the people of the city. It directly in- 
terests over 500 members and all their 
friends and acquaintances, besides mold- 
ing in a way the athletic life of the city. 
There are 450 young men in the club 
who are residents of Atlanta, and 90 
more who are visitors to the city. 

During the next six months no new 
features will be introduced, but the regu- 
lar work will be carried on, and added 
to this will be frequent games of all 
kinds. The elub is well equipped with 
necessary apparatus for class work, and 
no more will be bought this year. 

On December 18 a handball] tournament 
in singles will be held, and will be par- 
ticipated in by the best players in the 
club. This tournament will last just one 
night. 

Two nights after, on December !7, the 
championship indoor athletic contest will 
be held, for which a large number of 
young men have been conscientiously 
training for some time. There are several 
new men in the contest, who have been 
showing up so well that it is believed 
that they will push the old men for first 
place. 

This contest is held for a trophy cup, 
which becumes the permanent property of 
the man who wins the contest three times. 
Two years the prize has been offered, the 
first year Clarke winning; last vear, how- 
ever, William Glenn won it from him and 
holds it at the present time. These con- 
tests attract much interest each year and 
draw big crowds. 

The contest will consist of five events— 
three leg exercises and two arm exercises 
—the standing broad jump, putting the 
sixteen-pound shot, the running hop, step 
and jump, rope climbing and the running 
high jump. 

Each of these exercises is marked on 
a graded scale. That is, a certain stan- 
dard of excellence is fixed as the record, 
and is counted as ten points for every 
man who attains it, while if he goes over 
it he merely breaks a record and makes 
a club record. If he falls below this 
mark a point is taken off for every 2 
feet or every 2 inches below, as the case 
may be. 

So far, no other contests have been 
arranged, though a number of tourna- 
ments will take place. 

Indoor Games Popular. 

‘ Another bowling tournament will prob- 
\ably be arranged, and this will take up 
the time of the members for six or seven 
|nights. There @re a number of fine 
bowlers in the club, and with more con- 
tinuous practice good records would be 
made.

Columbia, 8. C., December !2.—(Special.) 

An afticle published in an Atlanta news- 
paper a few days ago to the effect that 
the South Carolina college would in all 
probability be blacklisted by the South- 
ern Intercollegiate Athletic Association, 
thus preventing it from participating in 
games with members of that association, 
because it played Quarterback Wyman in 
the Thanksgiving game with the Georgia 
Techs, in direct violation of the ruling 
of President Dudley, of the Athletic As- 
sociation, has brought forth a statement 
from President Benjamin Sloan, of the 
South Carolina college. He says: 
. “To Whom It May Concern: This is 
to certify that Mr. J. A. Wyman is a 
bona fide student of the South Carolina 
college, having entered within two days 
of the opening of the session, and fur- 
ther that his name !s on the permanent 
records of the college for the ‘session of 
1901-02, having been placed on these 
records within less than thirty days after 
the opening of the session. He did not 
pursue the course of study then assign- 
ed to him because of an attack of typhoid 
fever.”

INSPECTIONS 


Orders Issued Relating To 
Inspector General’s 
Work for 1904. 


i7 were issued yes- 


General orders No. 
terday from the office of Adjutant Gen- 
eral S. W. Harris, relating to the inspec- 
tion of state troops during the year 1904. 

Inspector General W. G. Obear will be- 
gin his work for the new year on Jan- 


wary 2. The other gives many details re- 


lating to the inspection which will prove 
of wide interest to the state troops. Fol- 
lowing is the order in full: 


"State of Georgia, Adjutant General's 
Office, Atlanta, Ga., December 9, 1903-—- 
General Orders No. 17: 1. Colonel Wil- 
liam @G. Obear, inspector general, will 
make the annual muster and inspection 
of etate troops and military schools for 
1904, as provided by section 52, military 
code, beginning January 2, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, Due notice will 
be given each command of the date upon 
which it will be inspected, and the offi- 
cers and men thereof will lay all other 
business aside and report for inspection 
and muster at the place and time desig- 
nated. 

“II. Special inquiry will be made into 
the following maéters: 

“(a) If the organization is properly 
armed, equipped, uniformed and instruct- 
ed in close and extended order drill and 
in guard duty. 

‘(b) If the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers are capable of discharging 
the duties of their several offices. 

‘“c) If all property is kept in the arm- 
ory (including uniforms), are required by 
paragraph 196, Ga. Regs., and if properly 
cared for and in condition for immediate 
use 


“(d) If sufficient reserve ammunition is 
on hand for active duty, and what ar- 
rangements, if any, have been made for 
assembling the company for an emer- 
gency call. 

“(e) If the books and records required 
by paragraphs 148 to 165, inclusive Ga. 
Regs., are on hand and if kept corrected 
up to date. 

“(f) If each officer has a copy of the 
Georgia Regulations (edition of 1895), 
as amended by G. O. No. 6, A. G. O., 
1903, and if all changes in said regula- 
tions have been noted on the margins 
of the paragraphs as required by para- 
graph six of said order. 

‘(g) If each officer has a complete set 
of Georgia General Orders and Circulars 
beginning January |, 1903; a copy of 
the Georgia military code (1902): United 
States drill] regulations (officer’s arm of 
service); United States guard manual 
(1902); 
departments have the United States 
manuals of their department. 

“(h) If the regimental adjutants and 
company tommanders, in addition to the 
books required by the preceding para- 
graph, have a complete set of United 
States general] orders and circulars from 
January 1, 1903, and a copy of the United 
States tiniform regulations (U. S. G. 0. 
132, of 1903), with amendments thereto 
noted, 

(i) J quartermasters of regiments and 
unassigned battalions have proper rec- 
ords of funds received from the state 
and of disbursements made by them. 18 
required by G. O. 13, A. G. O. Ga., 1903.

When the president re- 
turned to the white house Mrs. Roose- 
velt remained with Mrs. Proctor. 

Funera] arrangements are deferred 
pending the arrival of a son, Lieutenant 
Andre Morton Proctor, in charge of a 
torpedo boat now stationed at the Nor- 
folk navy yard. Another son, John R. 
Proctor, Jr., is a Heutenant of artillery, 
United States army. 

Mr. Proctor was born and brought up 
on a farm in Kentucky. He left the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania to enlist in the 
confederate army in 1861, remaining in 
the service until the close of the war. 
He returned to Kentucky and practiced 
scientific studies, becoming state geolo- 
gist. He was appointed by President 
Cleveland as a member of the civil ser- 
vice commission ten years ago, 4t the 
suggestion of .Mr. Roosevelt, then a 
member of the commission who had met 
Mr. Proctor during a trip to Kentucky.

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FLOATING DOCKS 
BADLY DAMAGED 


Accident in Pensacola Navy 
Yard Will Cost Govern- 
ment Thousands. 


Pensacola, Fla., December !2.—An ac- 
cident which occurred at the Pensacola 
navy yard yesterday afternoon badly 
damaged both the naval floating’ docks 
stationed at that place, 

The workmen were taking out the 
smaller dock on a large one brought here 
recently from Havana and repaired at a 


cost of $75,000, when fhe blocks slipped, 


the, small dock falling and crushing 
through the poontons and otherwise bad- 
iy damaging the big dock. 

The accident occurred just as tue water 
was pumped from the big dock, thus 
placing the weight of the smaller one 
on the blocks, An effort was then made 
to pump the water from the smaller 
dock so as to float it, but the pumps 
and pipes were too badly injured to ac- 
complish this result. The steamer fire en- 
gine and two naval tugs were brought 
into use ane the water pumped out, the 
smaller dock being towed into the basin. 

It is estimated that the damage to the 
Spanish dock will be about $12,000, while 
the injury to the smaller one will reach 
several thousand. 


NEGRO STABBED TO DEATH. 


John Smith Killed Last Night by 
Barney Jenkins in a 
Negro Club Room. 

John Smith, alias ‘Bat’® Smith, col- 
ored, was stabbed and killed last night 
about II o’clogk in a negro club room 
at 94 1-2 Decatur street, by Barney Jen- 

kins, another negro. 

The couse of the trouble could not be 
ascertained last night, as no one could 
he found by the police who seemed to 
know anything about the affair. The 
two men became involved in a dispute 
in one of the rear rooms and Jenkins 
suddenly pulled his knife and stabbed 
Smith to the heart. Smith sank to the 
floor and died a few minutes later. 

The slayor broke out a rear window and 
quickly made his escape by climbing 
down some lattice work. The police 
were notified and a number of police- 
men and detectives, together with Chief 
John W. Ball and Captain Henry Jen- 
nings, were soon on the scene. Jenkins 
had made good his escape, however, and 
no trace was secured as to his where- 
abouts. 

Jenkins is described as being 22 or 23 
years of age, 5 feet I! Inches in h@esght, 
weighs 1!50 pounds, dark ginger cake 
color, slight mustache, and black curly 
hair. He came to Atlanta recently from 
Florida. 
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LIFE SENTENCE FOR BOYD. 


No Legal Execution for Clarke Coun- 
ty This Year. 

Athens, Ga., December !2.—(Special.)— 
The jury in the case of Thad Boyd, the 
negro charged with the crime of mur- 
der, returned a verdict this morning of 
guilty with recommendation to Hfe im- 
prisonment. 

This case had been on trial for the 
past three days and both state and de- 
fense had made a vigorous and deter- 
mined fight. Boyd killed hits brother in 
law, Henry Oliver, over a year since and 
was tried and corivicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. A new trial was granted 
by Judge Russell, and at this trial the 
verdict was somewhat reduced from the 
previous verdict. 

The defendant is not satisfied with the 
verdict, however, and his counsel, E. 
K. Lymakin and H. S. Wrst, have 
moved for a new trial. Boyd will re- 
main in jail during the pendency of this 
motion. 

The murder case of the state v. Wash 
Scott, Jim Scoft and Henry Scott, 
charged with the killing of John Sanders, 
will go over to the adjourned term of 
Clarké sunerfor court, which will be 
held the second Monday in January. 

Thus far Clarke county sticks to her 
record of never having had a legal 
execution.

The pastors of the churches of the 
city put forth extra efforts to help make 
the sessions a success, especially did 
Rev. H. H. Proctor, pastor of the First 
Congregational church; “Rev. P. James 
Bryant, pastor of the Wheat Street Bap- 
atist church; Rev. Charles Cargyl, pastor 
of Big Bethel A. M. E. church, and 
Bishop H. M. Turner. The above pas- 
tors gave the use of thelr churches. 
while the bishop gave his tabernacle to 
hold the great Sunday afternoon mass 
meeting. It was there that Dr. Gilbert 
delivered an able address to more than

“Let us never forget the living or the 
dead in the hurly-burly and rush of tha 
present generation; a day of great cities, 
of stern competition and incessant strug- 
gle; in the circle of our acquaintances, 
there are many of Yhese weary-laden 
souls; let us endeavor to help those who 
still fight the battle of Hfe, in every 
way possible to ease their burdens, and 
to think kindly and speak softly of 
the dead. 

“We are prone after the lapse of time 
to forget the duty we owe to our de- 
ceased friends. At first every one must 
have a Hvely appreciation of the visita- 
tions of the Angel of Death. To see one 
near and dear fo ua so atill and cold 
In the everlastMig sleep “that knows no 
waking’ recalls the touchine sentiment 
So beautifully expressed by Lord Byron:

“Then at the funeral services, to listen

THE AMERICAN WOMAN’S VOICE 


Distinctions That the Severe English 
Critics Wholly Overlook. 


(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

‘MIrs. American opened her mouth very 
wide and screamed so loud that for a Tu 
dius of three tables round all conversa~ 
ceased for a moment. The scream 
began on about the note selected by ex- 
press trains when they dash at full speed 
through a station, rose an octave or iw 
with an upward swoop like a &team siren, 
came slowly down in a chromatic scale, 
broken off for & moment ag she made a 
hissing intake of her breath, and repeated 
itself. This year it had been one of the 
recognized ‘Cries of London,’ ” Thus the 
son of an English archbishop (deceased) 
describes in a new novel what is intended 
to be accepted for “‘a typica] American 
woman's voice”’ 

As if this description were not complete 
enough there is a picturesque preliminary. 
“It was said of her, indeed, that staying 
for a week end not long ago with svme 
friend in the country rain had been ex- 
pected because one day atter Junch a pea- 
cock was heard screaming so loud; but 
investigation showed that it was only 
Mrs. American at a considerable distance 
away on the terrace, laughing.” : 

The implied accusation is not new. For- 
eigners generally, but especially the ieng- 
lish, have long railed at what they call 
the American woman’s voice. ‘The real 
question is, is there any such thing as 
“the American woman's voice?” The 
feminine volce American which most ftor- 
eigners hear they hear chiefly and most of 
them exclusively at thronged raiiroad Sta- 
tions and steamboat landings where the 
porter has run off in an unknown tongue 
with her trunks and handbags and she 1s 
making a naturally frantic and sometimes 
possibly even an obstreperous attempt to 
replevy them vocally. Or the feminine 
voice American is heard by the astonished 
foreigner in a social crush where the 
coachman’s numbers have got mixed up 
and maiterfamillas ig being rushed away 
to a rural palace in a princely equipage 
with a dowager she never saw before, 
while her orphaned offspring is crying out 
in behalf of her vanishing parent. Or the 
aggravated foreigner hears the American 
voice feminine during a matinee in Prin- 
cess Fiddlesticki’s drawing room, where 
she is doing her best to kecp up the con- 
versation instigated and propagated by 
the natives present. Was it not in an 
English drawing room that Paderewski 
was condemned? ‘He played so loud that 
we couldn't hear ourselves talk.’’ 

English denunciation of the American 
woman's voice rests upOn the erroneous 
generalization that a single variety is a 
species. Every American knows that 
there is a large aggregation of American 
voice feminine. Not farther apart are 
San Francisco and Nantucket than the 
timbres of their voices feminine. In the 
Pacific articulation there is a spontaneous 
effervescence, even a glorious buoyancy, 
which bespeaks the gold of the shope and 
the breezy altitude of unsophisticated au- 
dacity. At Nantucket during the ‘‘sea- 
son’ the voice feminine is cold roast Bos-

In recent years immigration and settle- 
ment in the great northwest, the Cana- 
dian provinces and the southwest has 
been so phenomena] and so much exploit- 
ed that public attention has not been so 
frequently atiracted ag it might have 
been to the growing movement of people 
and capita] into the south, Next to the 
effort which the railroads are making to 
develop the south perhaps the most po- 
tent factor in the reawakening which is 
oging on thede is the moving westward 
of the center of production. The rapid 
development of the west and southwest 
is exerting a reflex influence on the south 
because of the tremendously increasing 
commodity tonnage wihch fiinds its nat- 
ural outlet by way of the gulf ports. 


Thig naturally brings increasing activ- ! 


ity in all jines of trade and as a resultant 
attraction of capital, An idea of the ex- 
tent to which the railroads are develop- 
ing the resources of the south is given 
in the report of the industriaj depart- 
ments of the railroads mentioned. During 
the year the Southern located 736 indus- 
plants along its lines, and had 146 under 
construction. There are now under con- 
struction along that road twenty cotton 
mills, which will operate 12.337 looms, 
showing clearly that the time ig not far 
distant when the south will not only 
raise and pick the cotton, but will manu- 
facture it into the finished product. 
Letters published in the October issue 
of The Southern Farm Magazine show 
that a total of 75,000 northern farmers 
have settled during the last ten years 
between New Orleans and Corpus Christi. 
This northern indugtrial army has 
brought under scientific cultivation 3,000.- 
000 acres of southern farm land a large 
portion of which was for years fallow. 
Fully, 800,000 acres of this tract is de- 
voted’to rice culture, for which a large 
area of the south has recently been dis- 
covered to be particularly adapted. One 
letter states that 1,000 home-seekers vis- 
ited the rice-growing districts of Louisia- 
ha in one week and that 1,200 farmers 
settled during the year on lands along 
one railway system east of the Missis-

The Food Value of Eggs. 
(From Food Health.) 
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represents two important elements, rats 
and protelds, in an easily assimilated 
form. A single egg weighs about !|% 
ounces, of which | once is white, or pure 
albumin and % ounce yolk. The nutritive 
value of the yolk is greater than that of 
the white, though its bulk and wetght 
are smaller. Its solid constituents are 
about one-half of its fat. Fresh eggs, 
properly prepared, are readily digestible. 
The best mode of preparation is whipp«d 
raw, or cooked fOr twenty or thirty min- 
utes at a temperature of about 160 de- 
grees (curdled). The yolks are more easily 
digested when boiled hard, and the whites 
are also easily digested when hard boil- 
ed, providing care is used to reduce the 
the coagulated white to minute particles 
which may readily be dissolved by the 
gastric juice.
